. rations ship Mont Blanc and the Bel- 
gian relief ship Imo, resulting in the 
explosi ,1 of the former vessel which 
destroyed a large part of Halifax on 
Dec. 6, was placed upon Pilot Mackay 
of Halifax and Capt. Lamodec, of the 
French ship, in a judgment announced 
today by the government commission 
which investigated the collision.

Both Arrested"- 


With the announcement of the com- 


mission's judgment Pilot Mackay was 
arrested charged with manslaughter, 
the commission having recommended 
that he be prosecuted and Ms license 
cancelled. 
The commission also recommends to, 


the French authorities the cancella- 
tion of the license of Capt. Lamodec 
and urges "that he be dealt with ac- 
cording to the law of his country." 


Capt. .Lamodec was also 
arrested 


charged with manslaughter. 


Capt 
l<amodec and Pilot Mackay 


are In addition found guilty of neg- 
lect of public safety on the ground that 
they did not take proper steps 
to 


warn the inhabitants of the city of a 
probable explosion. 
The commission 


further "considers the pilotage author- 
ities deserving of censure" for permit- 
ting Mackay to pilot ships since the 
disaster.

Capt. Wyatt, chief examination om-

mission asserts that Halifax pilots at- 
tempt to vary the well known rules of 
the road and in this connection Pilot 
Benner, who had charge of an Amer- 
ican tramp steamer on the morning 
of the disaster, "is considered deserv- 
ing of censure."

150U Were Killed 


Fifteen hundred persons were killed, 


several thousand injured and an area 
of two and a half square mile's ad* 
jacent to the Narrows was laid bara 
by the explosion of the cargo aboard 
the llont Blanc. 
Pilot Mackay was 


bringing the- Mont Blanc 
into port 


when the vessel was rammed amid- 
ships by the Imo, outward bound. The 
weather was clear and as the shipa 
passed in the narrow channel signals 
were confused, it was said, and the 
crash came

The accident, not of itself serious, 


set fire to tanks of benzol on the deck 
of the Mont Blanc and instantly great 
volumes of smoke shot skyward.

As 
the flames from the deck reached down 
to the cargo, there came a" mighty 
blast that sent big structures tumbling 
to the ground and ripped out nearly 
every window in Halifax. Several hun- 
dred persons standing along the water- 
front were hur'ed into tl e harbor and 
it .is believed by the authorities that 
many bodies are

nations. Through the exercise of pru- 
dance "is the highest 
intelligence 


through which shines tho wisdom of 
God. "Justice," said tno letter, "regards 
our most sacred rights, God's rights 
over all His creatures, the state's 
rights over all Its citizens, the citi- 
zen's rights over all his property, the 
laborer's rights over his own services." 


Of self denial the 
letter said 
in 


part: 
^"Self-denial, self-discipline, the sub- 
duing of serTse, the constant vigilance 
over appetite, the-complete ascendancy 
of. right reason over the body, that is 
the only sane rule of life, which does 
not lead, as every other must, to de- 
struction-^—destruction of health, of in- 
tellect, of strength, of purpose, of self- 
command, of energy, of happiness, of 
the hope of heaven. 


"A nation accustomed'to this dis- 


cipline is ready for any emergency. A 
nation which yields to self-induleencp, 
to drink, to a vicious press, to obscen- 
ity in the theatre, to divorce as a le- 
gal covering for vice, to the stupid and

I cannot subscribe to this scheme 
of government, although it has some 
obvious advantages, in that H pro- 
vides leadership, order and program. 


Wilson Enforces Views Upon Congress

On motion of James J, McMan-mon, 
the matter of appropriating money for 
the police department was laid on the 
table until the afternoon session.

Dracut and $500 for streets in Ken- 
wood. It was voted to appropriate the 
sum asked for, $8000. 
Last year $4400 was appropriated for 


street lighting, while this year the es- 
timate was $3600, a reduction of $SOO, 
which was due to the making of a new 
contract. On motion of Henry Peabody 
it was voted to appropriate the sum 
asked for and that a vote of thanks be 
given the committee who prepared the 
contract which brings about a savin.; 
of SSOO. 
A motion was made that $10 he ap- 


propriated for park maintenance, and 
Mr. Peabody made an amendment, that 
5100 be appropriated.

Lorraine ha"ve engaged the Germans in 
a heavy artillery duel. . The enemy 
subjected the American trenches to a 
heavy fire. In replying the American 
gunners did considerable damage 
to 


enemy wire entanglements and first 
line trenches. Little damage was done 
by the German 
fire. 
Two Germans 


were killed, nine 
were wounded and 


one suffered from shell shock during 
the bombardment.

Two Americans were killed and nine 


wounded during the bombardment, and 
one suffered shell shock. 
It was ascertained yesterday that 


the American gunners wrecked several 
o£ the euemy dugouts and so badly 
damaged the first line positions that 
at one point the Germans were un- 
able to occupy them Sunday. 
Do Not l<*ire on Red Cross 


When the bombardment had reached 


its greatest intensity, 
the 
Germans 


suddenly concentrated their fire at two 
points, throwing- about 250 shells Into 
a town in which the headquarters of a 
certain 
regiment 
are 
located, . and 


which heretofore had been immune to 
enemy fire. 


After tbe bombardment, a wounded 


American soldier was discovered in a 
position where it was necessary to 
carry him over a trench top to a field 
dressing station. 


A medical corps man displayed the 


Red Cross and 
the Germans 
ceased 


tiring until the man was removed. 


Early in the day, an American was 


wounded by a sniper. 
Heavy Fire Beg-an Saturday 


On Saturday, 
the whole American 


sector was resoundiug with the boom 
of guns. 


Airmen became 
exce&dingly active 
and enemy snipers wounded two Am- 
ericana slightly early Saturday morn- 
Ing. 


A shift of the wind 
had 
cleared 


away the mist 
which has 
hindered 
aerial operations and other activities 
for several days. 


A number of battles in the air were 


fought by patrolling planes early that 
morning. 


American trenches will be repaired bo 
foro tomorrow morning.

In a regimental 
headquarters vil- 


lage shelled by the enemy, many build- 
ings were wrecked compleLely or in 
part, the debris being piled in tho 
streets. 
There 
were 
no casualties 


among the odicers. The whistling of 
two big shells gave warning of tho 
coming bombardment and officers and 
men sought shelter 
in the dugouts. 


The bombardment of the headquarters 
village came at the end of a period 
of shelling which had extended gradu- 
ally along several kilometres of the 
front. 


The German artillery opened the en- 


gagement with a desultory bombard- 
ment of the American trenches at a 
certain point, firing many shrapnel 
aholla. 
In the midst of this a 
red 


rocket calling for a barrage, ascended 
from the German first lines. 
Bmttle of tlie Gnnuers 


Before the German artillery could 


respond, the American 75s, summoned 
into action by a signal from the first 
line, laid a curtain of fire along the 
enemy first lines. 
Then began the 
battle of the gunners. The increased 
intensity of the German fire was met 
immediately by the 
Americans who 


not only showered shells on the origi- 
nal sector, but quickly extended their 
activity to a wide front 


Within 20 minutes, the 75s and larg- 
'er pieces were booming ail along the 
valley, the shelling finally spreading 
to a town In which regimental head- 
quarters was located.

settled down, the guns grew quiot 


Heavy mists again 
overhung tho 


-American sector today. 
Consequently, 


there was little artillery work and no 
aerial activity.

tary censor. 


The fact that American troops were 
in the trenches in Lorraine was re- 
vealed by the German war office, threu 
months ago. 


At that time, according to an ofiicial 


German announcement, the Americans 
were on the front at the Rhine-Marne 
canal, which intersects the battle line 
near the German border, due east of 
Nancy. 


This announcement was made hi the 


official report from Berlin of the first 
German raid on the American posi- 
tions, in "which three Americans were 
killed, five wounded and 1| captured. 
In French Lorraine 


The eastern end of the battle line 


in France and Belgium runs through 
French and German Lorraine- Freneli 
Lorraine, in which is the 
American 
sector, is included in the Department 
of the Meuse, the capital of which is 
Verd,nn; 
Meurthe-et-MoseLIe, whoso 
capital is Nancy, and Vosgres, "with the 
capital at Epinal. 


The length of the front in French 
Lorraine is about 150 miles. 
This section of the battle line ex- 


tends into the Meuse from Marne near 
St. Menehould, and runs eastward to 
the north o£ Verdun, south to 
St. 


Mihiel and. east to the G-erman border. 
There it turns to the southeast and 
almost parallels the border to the vi- 
cinity of Leintry. 
Quiet Since Early in War 


Below Leintry it cuts across a sec- 


tion of French soil, past 
BadpnviHe 
and Senones and to the east of St. 
Die, and again crosses the German 
border at a point west of Cotmar. The 
remainder of -the line to 
the 
Swiss 


boundary is in Germany. 


Since the battle of Verdun there has 


been no fighting of great importance 
along this front For the most part it 
runs through high and broken country. 


Since the present battle line was es- 


tablished early in the war thero has 
been comparatively little activity on 
the front to the east of the A'crdim 
sector, the nature of, the country mak- 


larg-e operations impracticable. 


Correspondents May Go To Front 


The correspondents permanently ac- 


credited to the American army have 
been informed that they may proceed 
to virtually any point within the zone 
of flre, except the trenches, without es- 
cort and without special permission. 
Arrangements were made Saturday 


whereby newspapermen 
may proceed 


to any brigade headquarters a few kil- 
ometers behind the trenches, after first 
reporting their presence within 
the 


zone to the headquarters of the divi- 
sion of which the brigade is a part.

It has boon said that "ho who grind* 
barrel of flour or makes a loaf of 


bread to tho dory and tho good of the 
nation, performs a duty equal in its 
w&y to that oS him who soe« forth to 
actu&l battle." The a*me may be said 
.od»y of every housewife who feeds 
her family palatable oornUread. 


To be appreciated, war bread must be 


properly xuad*. It is best when treah 
and tbat is why It cannot be satlafac- 
orily'sold at th* bakerios. To have 
iot corn-muffina 
for breafctast 
may 


mean that the housekeeper has to get 
up a few minutes earlier in the morn- 
ing-, but at that, the soldiers in camp 
ffftt up still earlier, and 
consider it 


only their part in the winning? of the 
war. 


If H ia Impossible to have corn muf- 


fins every 
morning1, hot 
corn-bread 


may bo served with the evening din- 
ner. 
At least onoo every day corn- 


bread of some kind should be on tho 
table of every patriotic American. 


Generally speaking corn-breads fall 


into three classes: yeast raised, corn- 
breads, the baking 
powder or 
soda 


raised corn-bread, and those that are 
raised merely by air beaten into them. 
These classes give variety to,a bread 
diet suddenly changed from wheat to 
corn. 


The yeast raised corn-bread requires 


some wheat or other flour to make up 
for the gluten deficiency in the corn, 
but this bread does not dry out so 
quickly as the other two types and is 
more convenient for the housekeeper 
who does not wish to make fresh bread 
for each meal: 


CORN-WHEAT YEAST BREAD 
J/2 cups milk, water, or a mixture 


of the two; one-half cakxi compressed 
yeast, 1% teaspoons salt, 1 cup corn 
meal, 2 cups wheat flour. 
Put 1& cupfuls of the water, 
the 


corn meal and salt, into a double boil- 
er and cook 20 minutes. The water is 
sufficient only to 
soften the 
meal a 
ittle. Allow the meal to cool to about 
the temperature of the room and add 
he flour and yeast, mixed with the 
rest of the water. 
Knead thoroughly, 


make into a loaf, place in a pan of 
standard size, allow to rise until it 
nharty nils the pan, and bake 45 or 50 
minutes. 


It is hardly 
practicable 
to use a 


greater percentage of corn meal than 
his even in emergencies, for bread so 
nade differs very little 
from baked 
lush. Less corn meal can be used, and 
n such a case 
the general method

"One of our fellows stood up until 


the Hare was up and then dropp&dj; 
Hinej' spotted us and the first thing I 
knew he was out at us. He had us at 
a disadvantage 
as we had no mills 


(bombs) and as he was behind us we 
could not beat it down the road. So 
the only thing we could do was to 
close in and try to cut our way out. 
Old Fritz doesn't have a show with us 
when it comes to bayonets. 
Seven of 


us got through, but the other three 
got killed. I have a bayonet wound 
in my arm, but it didn't figure much. 


"Wo went back and got the other 


15 of our mnn and then returned and 
found two of our dead comrades, but 
couldn't find the other. Since I heard 
that he" was wounded in botb legs but 
crawled away and got 
back to our 


post. We had about 150 yards to re- 
turn to our post. 


"I was running along, cursing be- 


cause the wound was not bad enong-h 
to "get to blisrhty, when Fritz put a fish 
tall 15 feet in, front of me. Well, he 
got me that time good and I was hit 
in the left leg-. Three more were hurt 
and one killed Jjy the same shell.

have killed me. 
I shan't 
return to 


France before 
next summer,

"The morning after I got it our boys 


gave it to Fritz in good shape. They 
took Hill 70. Fritz counter-attacked, 
but the Canadians have 'never again 
given him any ground yet and they 
kept up their good, record."

. STATE HOUSE, Boston, Feb. 4.—A 
this time more than any other, citiea of 
Massachusetts should, in the opinion o 
Charles F. Gettemy, director of the bu- 
reau of statistics, practice the "pay as 
you go" policy. Posterity will havp 
enough burdens to carry without hav- 
ing; to meet interest charges on long 
time loans. 


In his 10th annual report just issued, 


Mr. Gettemy further advises that the 
present debt limit of cities should be 
modified so as to place the responsibil- 
ity on the community affected and thu.i 
eliminate the necessity for the passage, 
in many instances, of special acts ex- 
empting certain loans which in other 
municipalities are included within the 
game. 


The director's report shows that the 


whole cost of municipal government in 
Massachusetts last year wa»£$104,55S,- 
163, 
an increase of more than $4,000,000 


over the preceding year. 
The off sett- 


ing revenue amounted to $109,205,729. 
an increase over that of the preceding 


; months of $7,811,957. 
While the increase in valuation kept 


pace with the increase in debt in cities, 
Mr. Gettemy says, "the 
to^tia were 


never bound by a fixed tax lipilt; while 
they were not forced 
to 
borrow for 


;eneral-operating expenses, they were, 
nevertheless, 
permitted, 
like other 


cities, prior to the acts of 1913, to bor- 
row for any purpose. The ratio of gen- 
eral debt outstanding to valuation in 
:owns is very much less than that in 
cities, due no doubt to the reasons cited 
and to the fact that many of our- towns 
pride themselves on having1 but little 
>r no debt If any needed Improvement 
5 made, they do not hesitate to raise 
he necessary sum by direct taxation 
and thus avoid large interest charges. 


'-Our towns as a class," he says, 


'practice the pay as you go policy to 
x greater extent than our cities.

"While attention has been directed to
